Bush signed the aid bill just nine days after the 
7.1 magnitude temblor rocked the area. The presi- 
dent called the bill a sign of nonpartisan compas- 
sion, but one California congressman predicted his 
delegation would be back, hat in hand, in the 
spring. 

“We have done a little better than a down pay- 
ment,” said Democrat Vic Fazio. He said the cur- 
rent bill would help provide “some sustenance, 
one security, and some comfort in their hour of 
need.” 

“Clearly his signing this bill shows he hasn’t for- 
gotten us and has continued to keep his eye on 
Northern California,” San Francisco Mayor Art 
Agnos said. 

Aid has come in many forms: 

— The Red Cross has collected $7 million. 

— Costa Rica said Thursday it is sending 2,500

ION prompts investigation

EVANSTON, Wyo. — Four state 
investigators, including an arson ex- 
pert, were sent Thursday to look into 
the explosion at an Amoco gas pro- 
cessing plant that killed one man and 
injured 11, 

Tim Reikofski, a_fire-arson inves- 
tigator based in Pinedale, was sent by 
the State Fire Marshal’s office in an- 
swer to a request from the Wyoming 
Occupational Health and Safety Com- 
mission, according to Aurmelia Lo- 
vato in the Fire Marshal’s office. 

Two safety investigators on assign- 
ment in Afton were sent. down to 
Evanston to meet another investiga- 
tor from Cheyenne, according to 
Steve Foster, assistant administrator 
for the health and safety office. 

“The prime thing is to find out what 
happened and to see also if there were 
any violations of OSHA rules,” Fos- 
ter said, adding that the investigators 
began their work Thursday morning. 

Five men who suffered burns and 
fractures in the. explosion near 
Evanston in southwestern Wyoming 
were reported in serious but stable 
condition Thursday at Salt Lake City 
hospitals. 

A rae supervisor at the Uni- 
versity of U Burn Center in Salt 
Lake City said the four men who suf- 
fered burns in the ex plosion at 
Amoco’s Anschutz Ranch East Gas.

Two of the four men in the Utah 
Burn Center have been identified as 
Bill Rhodes, 44, of Chico, Texas, and 
Bill Roberts, 42, of Evanston. 

And a spokeswoman at LDS Hospi- 
tal in Salt Lake City said the condition 
of Dale Price, 49, of Painted Post, 
N.Y., was upgraded from serious to 
serious but stable overnight. Price 
suffered rib and shoulder fractures 
and facial cuts in the incident. 

Amoco officials suspect the gas leak 
that led to the explosion was caused 
by a faulty valve, but they did not 
know on Thursday what ignited the 
methane gas explosion. 

“Had it not been for some unusual 
event, the gas might have simply es- 
caped and been vented outside of the 
building,” Amoco spokesman Dick 
Brewster said Thursday. “This is one 
of those tragic things where there 
Shouldn’t have been ignition and 
there was.” 

Brewster said Reed was among the 
15 workers in the plant’s gas compres- 
sor building, about one-quarter mile 
from the plant’s main building, who 
tried to leave the building when a nat- 
ural gas leak was detected. 

“It appears as if he (Reed) had just 
gotten out the door” when the explo- 
sion occurred and knocked out the 
east wall of the steel building, Brew- 
ster said.

Hintze considers most of the build- 
ings on campus relatively safe be- 
cause the taller buildings have been 
built according to more stringent 
building codes, and the older build- 
ings are not as tall.

earthquake measures implemented in 
their structures. 

“The Uniform Building Code is up- 
dated every three years, so recent 
buildings have met the requirements 
when they were built. Many buildings 
on campus do not meet the current 
requirements,” Barney said. 

Until recently, people were not 
aware of the earthquake hazard in 
Utah County, and. having a county 
geologist who worries about the prob- 
lem full-time shows the county is con- 
cerned, Hintze said.

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Former professor convicted in burning

FARMINGTON — After an hour of deliberation, an eight-member jury 
found a former BYU music professor guilty on a reduced charge of reckless 
burning. 

Percy Kalt, 58, was originally charged with aggravated arson for firebomb- 
ing the Bountiful home of penny-stock promoter Michael Strand, but the jury 
reduced the charge to aclass A misdemeanor. Thursday Kalt told the jury that 
his $25,000 investment loss with Strand caused him to go into such debt that he 
couldn’t afford to help his seven children through college and missions for the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

“IT engaged in some incorrect thinking and spiraled myself into a vigilante 
mood,” Kalt said. “In hindsight, I realize this was very wrong.” 

Kalt and his nephew, Steven Kalt, 31, threw two Molotov cocktails at 
Strand’s home with the intention to scare Strand into giving him his money 
back. Defense attorney John O’Connell said Kalt wanted Strand to think Kalt 
was a member of a Chicago mob. O’Connell said Kalt’s plan got to be fairly 
inept and slapsticky at times. “Kalt is not a good criminal,” O’Connell said. 

Steven Kalt was granted immunity from prosecution in exchange for his 
testimony at his uncle’s preliminary hearing. 

Kalt’s sentencing will take place on Nov. 28. 


Bush seeks law against harmful pesticides 


WASHINGTON — President Bush called for legislation Thursday that 
would allow dangerous pesticides to be taken off the market more quickly, 
saying the government’s ability to ensure a safe food supply was being called 
into question. 

But his proposed changes in how pesticides and other chemicals on foods are 
regulated were criticized immediately by environmentalists and some mem- 
bers of Congress who said provisions of the president’s plan could instead 
make foods less safe. | 

While Bush’s proposal to streamline regulation was praised, critics said 
other provisions of his plan would ease the risk levels used to determine if a 
pesticide is to be banned and also would have the government preempt state 
pesticide-control laws that often are stronger than federal rules. The presi- 
dent, in announcing the proposed legislation, alluded to widespread publicity 
earlier this year over the use of Alar on apples and the government’s inability 
to remove the cancer-causing chemical from the market swiftly. 


U.S. economy grows despite setbacks 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. economy shrugged off Hurricane Hugo and 
the poorest trade performance in six years to grow at a moderate 2.5 percent 
annual rate from July through September, the Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday. 

The department said that the increase in the gross national product, the 
country’s total output of goods and services, was accompanied by a dramatic 
slowing of the inflation rate. A price index tied to the GNP rose at an annual 
rate of 2.9 percent, the slowest in three years, as both energy and food costs 
moderated. The combination of moderate growth and lower inflation was 
hailed by the Bush administration, but many private economists said the big 
deterioration in the trade deficit and a buildup of unsold business inventories 
posed significant threats to the economy in coming months. 

The stock market, reacting to the negative aspects of the GNP report, 
turned down. The Dow Jones industrial av erage of 30 stocks lost 39.55 points. 

Most of the economy’s momentum in the third quarter came from a boom in 
consumer spending, reflecting a rush to take advantage of end-of-model-year 
price discounts. 


Reporter celebrates fifth captive birthday 


BEIRUT, Lebanon — Friday is another grim birthday for Terry Anderson, 
his fifth in captivity since gunmen seized him after a game of tennis that had 
been a brief respite from reporting Lebanon’s civil war. 

He will be 42. 

He has not held his daughter, born three months after the Saturday morning 
he was kidnapped — March 16, 1985. He apparently has not been told both his 
father and brother died of cancer. 

The fate of Terry A. Anderson, journalist and non-combatant, chief Middle 
East correspondent of The Associated Press, appears to be caught up in a 
power struggle between Shiite Moslem radicals and moderates. 

He was kidnapped in Moslem west Beirut by Islamic Jihad, a group loyal to 
Iran. His,abductors.demand the.release.of 15-men imprisonedin Kuwait) for 
bombing the U.S.-and French embassies in 1983. 

Tslamic Jihad also holds’ Thomas Sutherland, 57, an American who was 
acting dean of agriculture at American University of Beirut. 


Midwest drought diminishes slightly 


BISMARCK, N.D. — Grain bins are filling with the fall harvest and many 
farmers are smiling again, but drought still clings to about a third of the nation. 

“It’s not as bad this year,” said Norton Strommen, chief meteorologist of the 
U.S. Agriculture Department. “This year we got very timely rains ... and 
yields are up. But it was only because of the timing and the distribution of the 
rains, combined with the temperature patterns that allowed us to get good 
crops.’ 

Nationwide, producers are seeing yield increases of up to 30 percent over 
last year, Strommen said. Farmers also planted more acreage than in 1988. 

But farmers like Verdun Schauer are counting up losses for the second 
straight year. 

“T’ve never seen a failure two years in a row, but there are no rules against 
it, I guess,” said Schauer, 49, who abandoned about half the 1,500 acres of 
barley and wheat this year on his farm 25 miles east of Bismarck. 

Although this year’s drought is not as widespread as last year’s, its effects 
are more devastating as it reaches deeper into the soil.

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Soviets plan cutbacks 


White House says plans will not aid security 


HELSINKI, Finland — Soviet 
President Mikhail S. Gorbachev said 
Thursday that Moscow will cut its nu- 
clear forces in the Baltic Sea and will 
destroy four aging submarines and 
the nuclear missiles they carry. 

Gorbachev also said the Soviet 
Union has removed all tactical nu- 
clear missiles that could strike the 
northern European region and will 
take certain types of sea-launched nu- 
clear weapons out of the Baltic Sea. 

In a 45-minute speech to Finnish 
business leaders, politicians and 
other guests on the second day of a 
three-day visit to Finland, Gorbachev 
repeated his hope to eliminate nuclear 
weapons from the 148,600-square- 
mile Baltic Sea. 

“We are prepared to come to agree- 
ment with all the nuclear powers and 
the Baltic states on effective guaran-

tees for the nuclear-free status of the 
Baltic Sea,” he said in a nationally 
broadcast speech in Helsinki’s Finlan- 
dia Hall. 

Gorbachev said the Soviet Union 
was taking the steps unilaterally, 
dropping previous conditions that 
Western countries first agree to a nu- 
clear-free zone. 

In Washington, White House press 
secretary Marlin Fitzwater said, “We 
do not believe nuclear-free zones con- 
tribute to security in Europe. 

“Most of these proposals have been 
designed to affect NATO deterrence 
capability while leaving Soviet nu- 
clear weapons intact,” 
said. “On the other hand, we do ap- 
preciate the intent of this and if it can 
develop into something concrete, 
why, that might be a hopeful sign.”

recovers funds slowly

Officials from Timpanogos Commu- 
nity Mental Health Center may have 
recovered more than $600,000 of 
money misused by the center’s for- 
mer administrators, but it will likely 
be a long time, if ever, before the 
remaining money is collected. 

Utah County Commissioner Mal- 
colm Beck said TCMHC still has 
nearly $3 million to recover and the 
recovery will likely be slow. 

Commissioner Sid Sandberg said 
the collection process is going so slow 
because the three officials who took 
the money are in prison and have no 
way of paying back their debt. 

“They have to pay their debt to so- 
ciety before they pay their debt to 
Timp,” Sandberg said. 

Former director of administrative 
services Craig Stephens, former ex- 
ecutive director Glen Brown and for- 
mer director of specialty programs 
Carl Smith are now in the Utah State 
Prison. They have also been ordered 
to pay restitution. Smith must pay 
$1,702,792; Stephens, $1,400,994 and 
Brown, $255,000. 

Sandberg said the Utah Attorney 
General’s Office is in the process of 
determining how much each of the 
past directors has in assets. Some of 
their assets have already been used to 
pay part of their debt. 

Brown has paid the center $35,000 


and deeded property with an equity . 


value at about $60,000 to the centers 


Brown has also. committed to pays 


$50,000 more to the center on or be- 
fore December 31, 1989, the payment 
of which is secured by his home, Beck 
said. 

Craig Stephens, director of admin- 
istrative services, has paid about 
$68,000 of his restitution to the court.

Fusion skeptic converts

ST. PAUL — University of Minne- 
sota researchers have found excess 
energy associated with cold fusion 
claims but haven’t found nuclear ac- 
tivity that should be present if fusion 
is occurring, says one researcher who 
is growing less skeptical about. cold 
fusion. 

University chemist Richard Oriani 
said he initially expected he would 
help disprove the cold fusion claims of 
B. Stanley Pons of the University of 
Utah and Martin Fleischmann of the 
University of Southampton in Eng- 
land. 

Instead, the reverse has happened. 

. “We have undoubted evidence that 
the thermal effect — the excess 
power that Pons and Fleischmann 
talked about — is, in fact, a reality, 
which is very, very surprising to me,” 
Oriani said. 

“IT expected to come to the conclu- 
sion that they were wrong, were de- 
ceiving themselves. But, by golly, it 
is there. There is just no doubt at all 
about it in my mind.” 

Fusion is the combination of atoms 
in a reaction that gives off vast 
amounts of energy. Scientists have 
long believed that fusion could be 
achieved only at great temperatures 
that required the infusion of more en- 
ergy than was produced. 

Pons’ and Fleischmann’s research 
initially prompted widespread specu- 
lation that cold fusion offered hope of 
a cheap and clean source of energy. 
That hope seemed dashed early last 
summer when one scientist after an-

other announced inability to duplicate 
the work. 

For a long time, Oriani was in that 
group. But Oriani said the excess en- 
ergy his research team found over the 
summer and recent research at other 
laboratories have moved him toward 
the conclusions suggested by Pons 
and Fleischmann. 

“My conclusions are that I believe 
that the thermal effect is areality,” he 
said. “However, its connection to nu- 
clear effects is still open to discussion. 

“My own feeling is that nuclear re- 
actions are involved. [’'m about 90 to 
95 percent certain that that is so,”*he 
said. “I will not be 100 percent con- 
vinced until we ourselves see these 
nuclear manifestations here.” 

Oriani’s team, which includes 
physicists John Broadhurst and J.W. 
Halley and graduate students John C. 
Nelson and 8.K. Lee, first failed to 
duplicate Pons’ and Fleischmann’s 
findings, but found a significant 
amount of heat after altering and re- 
peating the experiment.

No airlines for Provo 


Proximity to Salt Lake deters commuters

Three obstacles are preventing 
Provo’s airport from having a com- 
muter airline service the city, the air- 
port manager said. 

Jim Mathis, airport manager, pre- 
sented the obstacles in a speech to the 
Provo/Orem Chamber of Commerce 
Wednesday. 

The distance to Salt Lake is one of 
the biggest reasons commuter airli- 
nes don’t service Provo, Mathis said. 

“We are simply too close to Salt 
Lake to convince an airline to fly into 
Provo,” he said. 

People also like the convenience of 
a car. 

“When they are ready to leave Salt 
Lake they don’t want to wait for a 
flight, they just want to hop into a car 
and leave,” Mathis said. 

Another reason Provo doesn’t have 
a commuter service is because Salt 
Lake City is used as a central facility 
by Delta Airlines, Mathis said. 

Since deregulation of the airline in- 
dustry, all the airlines use central fa- 
cilities, or “hubs,” to maximize prof- 
its, Mathis said. 

Mathis said in the last five years the 
airport has spent $2,724,228 on im-

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Diabetes a family concern 


Disease hits 80,000 Utahns’ lives

More than 80,000 children and adults in Utah 
have diabetes, and more than half of them do not 
know it, said a spokesperson for the American Dia- 
betes Association (ADA). 

Dena Davis, administrative assistant for the 
ADA Utah affiliate, said a diabetic’s pancreas does 
not make enough insulin for the body to turn food 
into sugar. 

Diabetes can lead to blindness, nerve damage 
and other problems, Davis said. 

Tuesday night at a diabetics support group at 
Utah Valley Regional Medical Center, psychologist 


Gawain Wells said diabetes is “often most difficult 
for moms.” 

He said mothers worry about their diabetic child 
all day, whereas the father can usually leave 
thoughts of the child’s diabetes at home while he is 
at work. 

“Mom’s hearts go off to school with Johnny,” 
Wells said. 

“They (the mothers) can’t do anything about it 
(diabetes) but they still hurt. Men say if I can’t do 
anything about it, why worry about it.” 

“The most important thing parents can do is hold 
their breath and let their child be a child. A child is 


_still more a child than his disability,” he said. 


Judie Johnson, director of Youth Services for the 


Utah County Chapter of the ADA said people 
should accept diabetes “as a family and accept it as 
normal.” 

She said asking a child if he has taken his insulin 
before he goes to school should be as normal as 
asking the child if he has his books. 

Johnson said in some cases diabetics are more 
healthy than people whose pancreas functions cor- 
rectly because diabetics watch their diets. 

Diabetes should not make considerable changes 
in a family, Johnson said. “Get the family involved 
a e them help you (the mothers and the dia- 

etic).” 

The ADA Utah affiliate support group meets 
once a month to discuss concerns of diabetics. 


Valley needs more jobs, says director

Utah Valley will lose about 20,000 
jobs in the next five years, said the 
economic development director for 
Utah Valley. 

Richard Bradford, director of eco- 
nomic development for Utah Valley, 
was speaking to members of the 
Provo/Orem Chamber of Commerce 
during a conference at Sundance. 

These jobs will be eliminated 
“through technical advances and ob- 
solescence,” Bradford said. 

“Tn the next five years Utah Valley 
needs to develop about 32,500 jobs in 
order to keep up with the demand for 
jobs,” he said. 

Bradford said about 50,000 stu- 
dents will graduate from Utah Valley 
high schools and universities in the 
next five years and “about 12,500 of 


them will want to stay here” to work 
and live. 

Utah Valley is fast becoming a high 
technology industrial center which 
will rival Silicon Valley in California 
and those on the East Coast, Brad- 
ford said. 

“By the year 2000 the high tech 
industries will employ about 50,000 
people,” Bradford said. “Half of the 
high tech industries can be traced 
back to 10 individuals in Utah Val- 

Utah Valley is also a steel center, 
Bradley said. “Geneva Steel is cur- 
rently exporting steel to Japan. Steel 
sells for one-half of what it sold for in 
1987 in Japan,” he said. 

Bradford said the biggest needs in 
the Valley are high-quality high tech 
sites for industrial parks to be devel- 
oped. 

These industrial parks will prevent

Deaf teenage girl tells 
of 3-year abduction 


Confused 14-year-old shows up at school |

PORTLAND, Maine — A possible 
birth date, a California connection 
and a few drawings of occult symbols 
are among the few clues to the iden- 
tity of a deaf teenage girl who may 
have spent years in the hands of kid- 
nappers. 

The girl — who turned up fright- 
ened and confused at an elementary 
school five weeks ago — has been in 
protective custody while the FBI 
tried to piece together her story and 
find any relatives or friends. 

“From some of the drawings she 
was able to provide, it is believed that 
some of the people she was with since 
her abduction may have been tied to 


the occult,” FBI agent Paul Ca- 
vanagh said Wednesday. 

The frightened girl appeared Sept. 
18 at William B. Jack Elementary 
School and told a teacher through sign 
language she needed help. The 
teacher took her to a school for the 
deaf, and in the following weeks psy- 
chologists and investigators have 
been gathering bits of her story 
through sign interviews and her 
drawings. She says her name is Toby 
Cole, but adds that may just be the 
name given:her by her kidnappers. 

It appears she was kidnapped from 
a foster home in California about 
three years ago by amanina van. She 
was moved around the country, and 
perhaps into Canada, Cavanagh said.
